that there is near the scene of tho accident a 
large sod well-equipped foreign hospital, ‘this 
patient was brought by his friends to the Alica 
Memorial Hospital, the journey taking thom 
threo days and a hatf. The rosson of this 
preference being .shown to us was due to 
the focth that 9 former pationt of 
the hospital Lappencd to. ba present at tho 
time of the oxplosion, ond being so well 


his own case, -he prevailed on the man’s 
friendy da convey the sufferer to Hongkong. 
Atter recovery ha, too, departed to bour witness 
among his friends to the benefits of western 
medical science, Two othor patients, who havo 
bean several months in the Hospital and who havo 
become followors. of the Great Physician since 
their admission, have borne cheerful wituess to 
the joy that is afforded by the Christian religion 
oven during « tedious nod painful illness. 
These patiants, by personal testimony ant by 


themselves have found helpful, have sought to 
bring into tho lives of their fellow-sufforers tho 
joy whioh is found only in the Christian faith. 
Of the deathy which have occurred in tho 
Hospitals during the year, many of the 
pationts were'in a moribund or a hopeless.
